THE COUNT. 
ALL GOES SMOOTHLY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasuieron, D. C., Feb. 1.—There has never 
been a quieter week-day in Washington, and it 
would be impossible for the two Houses to as- 
semble in joint convention on any great occasion 
in a more orderly manner than was dore to-day. 
In spite of the tact that the universal attention 
of the city centered on the Capitol, and many 
thousand wanted seats, the officers of each 
House were entirely successful in preserving 
perfect quiet and absolute order throughout the 
building, and also to do what has seldom been ac- 
complished before, namely: to keep all means of 
communication about the two wings of the 
building perfectly free. As a consequence, ‘n- 
stead of the turmoil and confusion threatened 
by some and feared by many, everything was 
as quiet and orderly without as tf church-service 
had been in progress, while in the hall of the 
House, and afterwards in the Supreme Court 
room where the Commission met, all proceed- 
ings were marked by the utmost decorum. 
Evidently the orders for dress-parade and re- 
view of Watterson’s lambs and John G. Thomp- 
son and Gen. Manson’s bulldozers 
HAD BEEN COUNTERMANDED, 
as only a few straggiers and bummers of those 
commands appeared. The station-houses were 
a little more crowded than usual last night. 
More tramps applied at the public lodging- 
house, and some, instead of being 
furnished with hotel accommodations 
at Watterson and Thompson’s expense, took 
their breakfasts at the soup-houses. These 
stray lambs had not learned of the revocation 
of the orders for concentration on Washington. 
Of the score or two who straggled in from Virginia 
and Maryland, none got into the Representa- 
tives’ wing of the Capitol, and all who came 
were so quiet and dirty that they could not well 
be distinguished from other tramps. The de- 
cision of each House to keep all passages in the 
Capitol clear, and admit only by ticket, and to 
limit the number of these to the actual capacity 
of the House galleries, 
CAUSED MUCH GRUMBLING, 
but it was the only practical solution of diffi- 
culties arising from the crowd, and the whole 
arrangement reflected great credit upon both 
Houses and their officers. The new policemen, 


to the number of fifty, were on duty. This number, 


was found to be more than enough to secure 
perfect order and quiet. The galleries began to 
fill four hours before the Senate came over. For 
the first time the present session the diplomatic 
gallery was overcrowded, and the principal for- 
eign ministers watched all the proceedings with 
manifest interest. 

At exactly 1 o’clock 

THE SENATE APPEARED AT THE BAR, 

was formally announced, and received by the 
House, the members all standing. Following 
the Sergeants-at-Arms came four special police- 
men with the boxes containing the Electoral re- 
turns, one of those brought by the messenger 
and the other those received by mail. Mr. Ferry 
took the chair, Speaker Randall sat on his right, 
and the tellers occupied the Clerk’s desk, each 
baving large sheets upon which to record the 
count. 

Mr. Ferry opened the packages, passed them to 
the tellers,and one set of papers was read through 
from each State, those holding the duplicates by 
mail overlooking to sce if there was correspond- 
ence. Alabama, Arkansas, Colorado, Cali- 
fornia, Connecticut, and Delaware passed with- 
out objection. The returns from Florida were 

THREE IN NUMBER, 
the last being the count of the Legislature a 
few days since. To these each party objected as 
described in the regular report, and the papers 
went to the Commission. 

The members of this body at once retired to 
the Supreme Court with the counsel on both 
sides. Eleven of the Commission sat in the 
desk usually occupied by the Justices of the 
court, and two sat in the desks of the officers of 
the Court. At each end, at the tables where the 
attorneys usually sit, were Evarts, Matthews, 
Shellabarger, and Stoughton, of counsel for the 
Republicans, and Richard Merrick, Judge Black, 
Trumbull, Charles O’Coner, and the Corpora- 
tion Attorney of New York, of counsel for the 
Democrats. The conference lasted but a few 
moments, the names of counsel being taken by 
the Commission, and its rules being then com- 
municated to them. 

To-morrow at 10 o'clock the Commission will

ate, and the members of the House, at the 
Speaker’s tap, arose and remained standing 
while the Senate, preceded by its Officers, filed 
down the main aisle and took seats in the first

silence followed, and the President of the Sen- 
ate continued: “In obedience to the Constitu- 
tion, the Senate ana House of Representatives 
have met, to be present at the opening of the 
certificates and the counting and declaring of 
the results of the Electoral votes for the offices 
of President and Vice-President of the United 
States, for the term of four years, commencing 
on the 4th day of March next. In compliance 
with the law, the President ot the Senate will 
now proceed, in tlie presence of the two Houses, 
to open all of the certificates of the several 
States, and in their alphabetical order, begin- 
ning with the State of Alabama.” 
THE CERTIFICATES. 
Then the strong box in which the certificates 
were was carried in by Mr. Bassett, the Assist- 
ant Doorkeeper of the Senate, and placed on 


the desk before the President of the Senate, 


who ovened it, and taking from it the certificate 
of the State of Alabama, handed it to the tellers, 
who were seated just below him, at the Clerk’s 
desk, and Senator Allison (one of the tellers) 
read the document in extenso, the result of it 
all being that Samuel J. Tilden, of New York, 
and Thomas A. Hendricks, of Indiana, had re- 
ceived the ten Electoral votes of Alabama. 

The Vice-President said that the certificate 
received from Alabama by a messenger having 
been read, the duplicate certificate received by 
mail would be read.

_ Wasuineron, D. C., Feb. 1.—One of the rules 
of the Commission might be said to have been 
made to fit the case of David Dudley Pield, - who 
is possessed with a mania for figuring before the 
country as the great legal champion of Samuel 
J. Tilden and the Democratic party. In the 
framing of the rules, the question was consider- 
ed whether it would be proper ta allow mem- 
bers of Congress to act as counsel; and it was 
generally agreed that such a thing ought 
not to be permitted, because the mem- 
bers of the two Houses occupy the 
position of judges in a superior tribunal, 
who will be called upon to sustain or overrule 
the decisions of the Commission, and for them 
to act as the advocates of one party or the other 
would be, it was argued, 

MANIFESTLY IMPROPER, 
A chance for Field to display his oratory and le- 
gal skill was opened afterwards, however, by 
the rule allowing members objecting to any re- 
turns to speak before the Commission in sup- 
port of their objections under this rule, 

As soon as the Commission assembles to-mor- 
row morning, Field and Randoiph Tucker will 
have the floor for two hours on the 
Florida case. They will de followed 
by Sargent and McCrary, as the objectors to the 
Tilden returns from that State.

LAME ELECTORS. 
AN IMPORTANT DISCOVERY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 1.—An important 
discovery has been made in regard to the legal 
requirements of the certificate authenticating 
the returns of Presidential Electors. The act 
of 1792 reads: “The executive authority of 
each State shall cause three lists of the names 
of the Electors of such State to be made and 
certified, and to be delivered to the Electors on 
or before the said first Wednesday in December, 
nd the said Electors shall annex one of the said 
lists to each of the lists of their votes.“ In 
the revised statutes the language of 
the first clause is changed so as 
to read “the Executive,” imstead of “the ex- 
ecutive authority.” The Executive is the Gov- 
ernor, and nobody else, but the executive au- 
thority may be the Secretary of State or any 
other officer empowered by the State law to 
canvass the vote. Thus, under the form of a 
certification of the statute, its meaning has been 
materially altered and an import given to the 
certificate of a Governor, as in the Oregon case, 
never intended by the original act.

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THE HOMEOPATHS. 
TREATMENT OF SCARLET FEVER. 

The homeopathic physicians held an 
meeting at tne Tremont House last night to 
discuss the treatment of scariet fever. Dr. D. 
L. Smith presided, and Dr. K. A. Ballard acted 
as Secretary. The attendance was thin. 

Dr. Foster said the new Health Commissioner 
(Dr. De Wolf) had commended very highly their 
resolutions, and would have attended this meet- 
ing but for a prior engagement, The Doctor 
wanted their hearty co-operation in the meas 
ures he might adopt for the improvement of the 
sanitary condition of the dty, and especially re- 
quested them to report promptiy all cases 
which came under their notice. He considered 
the new Health Commissioner a thoroughly 
gualified man, and one who would reflect credit 
on the profession. 

This statement seemed to give great satisfac- 
tion. 

DR. WILLIAMS 
presented a paper on the new remedy, sulphe- 
carbolate of soda. If searlet fever was a form 
of disease putrefactive in effect rather than iu 


result, it should be met with antisepties; but if 


fermentative in effect and not in result, it should 
then be met with antizymotic remedies. Hence 
there was a necessity for administering sulphur- 
ous before carbolic acid, thus arresting fermen- 
tation and preventing putrefaction.- If the dis- 
ease in effect was due to fermentative processes, 
how or in what manner did belladonna act as a 
rophylactie Its action could not be 99 aoe

deses; nor, for a like reason, could it act 
as an — 122 Then what was the effect 
uced by the belladonna, if any there was? 
ts probable action in effect was similar to that 
caused 28 As u proof of this, the

Scarlet fever, The sul bolate of soda, 
therefore, might be a preventive to Scarlet fever 
used as an a otic. 

Dr. Duncan said he had tried the carbolate of 
soda, and found its effects to corres to the 
action of carbolic acid, sulphuric , and soda. 
He had received a letter hn a doctor in this 
State who had used rhus tox with good results 
in scarlet fever. 

DR. FOSTER 
wanted to recommend a preventive which had 
not yet been spoken of, and which was ap- 
plicable to a woes Rumer of young children, 
and also a num of partly-grown ones. He 
referred to vaccination revaccination. 
Every child in the city, if there was no special 
objection in its condition or age, should be vac- 
cinated. Successful vaccination would give a 
period of four weeks’ immunity from scarlatina, 

Dr. Cooke said his own practice was to avoid 
vaccination during an epidemic, except where 
absolutely necessary. In fact, there was danger 
in rushing to. vaccination at such a time, as it 
lessened the forces of resistance. Besides, vac- 
cination made a great many children sick, more 
or less, and rendered them more susceptible to 
the scarlatinous virus. 

DR. TOOKER 

added his testimony in favor of belladonna in 
scarlet fever; it could be depended u as a 
prophylactic and asaremedy, But if they had 
to go outside homeopathy for a remedy sulpho- 
carbolate of soda would not be the ouc; it was 
worthless as a prophylactic, worthless in the 
treatment, and dangerous to give children. He 
could not understand Dr. Cooke’s objection to 
cosmoline as an unction. It was a sweet and 
pure oil, and he saw no objection to its use. 

Dr. Cooke said he objected to it because it 
Was a * mp grease. It was hostile to 

gen in the atmosphere, and was also hostile 
to it in water; and li the body was perspiring at 
all the cosmoline would not go near it. He 
would guarantee to kill any criminal, if the 
State would kindly furnish one, by constant ap- 
plications of cosmoline. 

Dr. Duncan remarked that he had known of 
a case where a newly vaccinated child was suf- 
fering with scarlet fever at the same time. 

Dr. Foster said next to belladonda he consid- 


ered arsenicum the remedy for the disease. He 


regarded bathing. as a sine qua non in severe 
eases. The drugs he relied on were acouite, 
belladonna, mercurius, arsenic, and pulsatilla. 

Dr. Dodge stated his mode of treatment, and 
suggested the great vecessity of keeping the 
system generally healthy. 

After some further discussion, the meeting ad- 
journed.

A decision made yesterday by Justice 


Currrorp, Presiding Officer of the Arbitra- 
tion Board, will have the effect of materially 
shortening the period of its sessions, and 
bring its labors to a close with commenda- 
ble promptness. Justice Ciirrorn’s ruling 
is that the objections and disputed points in 
connection with the vote of any State shall 
be regarded as pertaining to and making up 
ohe case, instead of being argued separately, 
as some of the lawyers would like. The case 
of Florida, now under consideration, will, 
under this ruling, be argued but eight hours 
by counsel on either side, while it would 
probably consume as many days if the two- 
hour rule should be construed as applying to 
each separate question in the case. At this 
rate the Commission will progress rapidly, 
and reach a conclusion in short order. 


Some of the practical results of the era of 
economy inaugurated by the present Reform 
Common Council are apparent in the esti- 
mates of the Department of Public Works 
for 1877. The amount of money which the 
Council will be asked to appropriate for this 
branch of the City Government aggregates 
$869,118, being $200,000 less than the 
amount appropriated for nine months of last 
year, and $700,000 less than was asked for.

THE STATE-HOUSE JOB. 

It is time to have a reckoning with the 
State-House Commissioners and the Peniten- 
tiary Commissioners of this State. It is too 
late, perhaps, to recover any of the money 
that has been wasted in extravagance and 
mismanagement in connection with building 
the State-House, but it is not too late to 
make a public exposure of the men who are 
responsible to the public, remove them from 
their places, and try others. In building the 
State-House it was the first and most impera- 
tive duty of the State-House Commissioners 
to make the entire cost come within $3,500,- 
000, not merely because that sum was ample 
and generous, but because it was expressly 
provided in the Constitution of the State 
that the cost should not exceed that sum 
without submitting all further appropriations 
to a vote of the people. The duty 
of the Commissioners in this respect 
was made the easier on account of 
the shrinkage in values of all labor 
and building material. It is notorious that, 
ever since the panic of 1873, building can be 
dons for nearly one-half what the same work 
would have cost prior to that time. It may 
be that the State-House Commissioners were 
hampered to some extent by contracts on 
hand; but, making abundant allowance for 
all this; the radical change in prices should 
have enabled the Commissioners to complete 
the building and save $500,000 from the 
maximum amount allowed for it. Instead of 
this, the money has all been spent, the build- 
ing is not yet completed, and it will require 
another million to finish it under the same 
management. The architect estimates, with 
astonishing minuteness, that $666,887 and 
thirty cents will complete the work according 
to the remodeled designs ; but, given the same 
Commissioners, architect, and superintend- 
ents, and it will unquestionably cost amillion. 

If there were nothing more than the bare 
fact that the State-House Commissioners had 
failed to complete their work within the con- 
stitutional limit of $3,500,000, it would be 
enouyn to warrant their removal from office 
under public censure, But there are charges 
that the money has been wasted and other 
statutes violated. It is certain that they 
made changes in the plan, which are ac- 
countable for a large share of the increased 
expenditures. Thus a single item of change 
from iron to stone in the construction of the 
dome, which has increased to colossal pro- 
portions and necessitated other changes, cost 
the State $295,388,—nearly three hundred 
thousand dollars. The ornamentation of 
the interior has also been of the most ex- 
travagant kind, and most people think so 
gaudy as to beout of taste. Besides the cost- 
ly frescoing, frail and perishable plaster orna- 
ments have been indulged in, with something 
of the appearance of the plaster ornaments 
Italian venders carry about the street, but at 
about the cust of the same work in marble. 
It is also said that in doing much of this 
work laborers have been employed by the 
day, though the law requires that all the 
work be done by contract. 

A worse feature than all the others, how- 
ever, is to be foundin the use of the con- 
vict labor. The statute required the Com- 
missioners to procure from the Penitentiary 
all the materials and labor it could furnish. 
The State-House Commissioners thereupon 
made a contract with the Penitentiary Com- 
missioners to furnish the stone and stone- 
work. As the Penitentiary expenses were 
outrunning the receipts, the contract-price 
was fixed at a figure to enable the Peniten- 
tiary to make a good profit. But, as this was 
simply making one State institution help out 
another, there was no particular profit in 
it for private persons; so the Penitentiary 
Commissioners turned their profitable con- 
tract over to Mr. Ricwarpson, he agreeing, 
in order to comply with the law, to employ 
from the Penitentiary all the labor he should 
need at 814 cents aday. At the time of 
making the contract free labor was worth 
about $3 a day, so that Ricuarpson could 
well afford to comply with the law. What 
Ricuarpson’s profits have been from his con- 
tract we have no means of knowing, but if 
they were $250,000, or more or less, they

A GRATEFUL CONSTITUENCY. 

The Legislature of West Virginia was 
called on recently to elect a Senator for the 
full term, and re-elected Senator Davm. It 
was also called on to elect a Senator to fill a 
vacancy having four years to run, and elect- 
ed Mr. Fraawx Herzronp, at present a mem- 
ber of the House of Representatives. The 
Washington Star thus explains these elec- 
tions: 

Whatever may be said of West Virginia, she 
can hardly be charged with ingratitude. She re- 
turus Mr. Davis to the Senate for the long term, 
because that course is in accordance with the 
wishes of the railroad interests which control the 
State, and sends Mr. Hergrorp for the short 
term in recognition of his services in making all 
her mountain streams navigable rivers and all her 
towns seaports. Such things as these tend to 
restore one’s failing faith in human nature. 


This probably is correct. The surface of 
West Virginia is greater to the number of 
square miles within its boundaries than is 
that of any other State, except Nevada. Its 
land is rarely horizontal ; it generally lies at 
an angle of 45 degrees. There are no plains. 
All the. land is a hillside, and between the 
hills is just room enough for a stream and 
sometimes a road, but generally the roads 
wind round the hills or boldly ascend them. 
The consequence is, West Virginia is a coun- 
try of mountain and stream. Occasionally a 
rock falls out of the hillside, leaving a large 
cavity just like that which a grocer leaves in 
a cheese when he sells a piece of it, and in 
these niches or cavities the people of West 
Virginia build their cities and towna. The 
distances are wonderful in that State. Take 
any two points in the State, and ascertain 
their distance by lines of latitude, and 
then try to travel between them, and the 
surface to be traveled over will be 
found, even if a straight line be followed, 
that will measure at least one-half more, and 
this because of the wonderful heights one 
has to go up and go down on the way. 
These mountain streams o West Virginia 
are not numerous, but many of them are 
precipitous. In summer and the dry season 
they are scant of water, and in the wet sea- 
son are torrents. In the olden time, West 
Virginia was overlooked or neglected by the 
Dominion, and, under the policy of strict con- 
struction, this part of the State was left in 
its natural condition, to develop and get 
along the best way it could. West Virginia, 
in separating from the parent State, left 
many things behind. For instance, it was 
a doctrine of the strict constructionists that 
Congress could not appropriate money to 
improve a river unless that river ran 
through more than one State. West Vir- 
ginia, instead of holding to any such doc- 
trine as that, is willing to take the whole 
contents of the Treasury, including an addi- 
tional issue of greenbacks, to improve the 
rivers of that State alone. During the terms 
that Senator Davis and Representative H uns- 
vonp have been in Congress, the *‘ national- 
ity ” of improving the rivers.and harbors of 
West Virginia has been industriously pre- 
sented to the country. According to these 
gentlemen, West Virginia is the commercial 
centre of the globe. All the nations of the 
earth have their eyeson West Virginia. The 
condition of her rivers is regarded by man- 
kind as a reproach to the intelligence of the 
American people and Government. The 
commerce of the Pacific Ocean, of the Med- 
iterranean, and the Black and White Seas, is 
arrested, suspended, and restricted because 
of the inability to utilize the watefs of West 
Virginia, which Nature, evidently in pro- 


viding for the welfare of the human family, 


had intended to serve the world as the great 
highways of commerce between all the na- 
tions of the earth. All that Nature left man 
to do to open a brisk trade between Persia 
and the St. Louis bridge was the construc- 
tion of the Suez Canal, and the re- 
moval of the obstructions which inter- 
rupt the connection between the James 
River and the Great Kanawha. Even the 
great WasnineTon took stock in a company 
to open this route for ocean steamers (there 
were no steamers then, but he expected 
there would be) that would ply daily be- 
tween the Ohio River and the vast Orient, 
including the small Kingdoms of Great 
Britain, France, Holland, and the German 
States.

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THE BONANZA OWNERS FIGHTING THEIR TAXES 


IN NEVADA. . 

The Government of Nevada finds itself much em- 
barassed by the refusal of the bonanza firm to pay 
their bullion tax this year. The rate of taxation is 
now about 3 per cent onthe assessed valuation of 
Nevada, $27,230,865. The State has pursned 
ihe policy of encouraging the mining interest by 
taxing it on only half its annual product. From 
1871 to 1875, inclusive, the mining product has 
been $141, 341,838, while the taxable valuation 
has been only $64,261,835. The mine-owners 
now refuse to pay any and the matter has 
gone into the courts. . If the mine-owners succeed 
the State will have to borrow $150,000 and in- 
crease the rate of taxation 1 per cent. 

PROSPECTS OF THE SILVER MARKET. 

The San Francisco Bulle/in explains the firmness 
of the silver market. It calculates that if the ship- 
ments of silver are the same in 1877 as last year, 
$13, 596,500, the requirements of the mint for 
$25,000,000 of silver for subsidiary coinage and 
$60, 000, 000 for trade dollars will make the total 
demand from these sources $44,500,000. This is 
$3,900,000 more than was produced in 1876 on 
the Pacific Coast, according to Mr. Valentine's fig- 
ures, and current prices will therefore be sustained 
probably with ease. 

THE COMPARATIVE PRODUCTION Of GOLD AND 
SILVER. 

The bullion yield of the Pacific States and Ter- 
fitories, according to Mr. Valentine's statement, 
was nearly $91,000,000, divided as follows: 


$90, 875, 
Comparing these figures with those furnished ty 
the same authority for 1871, we find, first, that 
the aggregate yield has been increased about 56 
per cent in five years; second, that the gold yield 
shows an increase of a little over 20 per cent dur- 
ing the same interval; third, that the silver yield 
has deen increased 104 per cent (more than 
doubied); and fourth, that the production of lead 
and copper has been increased 140 per cent. There 
are those who think that this thing can go on in- 
définitely. But from present indications we think 
it will be a dificult matter to make the bullion 
product of the Pacific Coast this year equal to the 
amount turned out in 1876. It should be remem- 
bered that two mines alone produced about 
$30, 000. 000 last year, a thing that has never been 
done before, and is not hkely to be accomplished 
again very soon, judged by what is already known 
of the condition of the mines. 
GOLD AND BANKING. 

The New York World says in its financial column 

that to bank upon gold deposits may seem safe 


when gold costs at least the current rate of interest 


to carry, but a very slight change in the position of 
the gold market would cause a ecrambling for 
greenbacks among some of the banks, because the 
movement of the gold would then be too capricious 
for them to count upon it with any security. The 
banks, therefore, which bank on their gold de- 
posite, are also banking upon the greenbacks of 
their neighbors.

The erroneous idea probably arose out of 
the fact that the report of last week was.the first 
weekly report which gave the stocks of other pork 
than regular mess. Assuming that these were in- 
cluded in the totals for previous weeks, certain 
parties rushed to the conclusion that the in- 
crease in the stock of pork last week was mach 
greater than what could be made from the total 
number of hogs received. The fact is that the 
figures show an increase of only about 12, 000 bris 
in our stock of pork during last week, and they 
are probably correct. The same rate of increase 
would give nearly 200, 000 bris of all kinds on hand 
now. 

The leading produce markets were moderately 


active yesterday, and irregular within u narrow 


range, except in the case of provisions, which were 
weak. Wheat was stronger, and other grain 
steady. The advices from other points contained 
little of interest, but rather favored weakness, the 
English and New York markets being dull, while 
the further narrowing down of the difference be- 
tween gold and our paper currency tended to lessen 
prices in ‘paper if they remained the same on a gold 
basis. The firstof the month brought out about 
the usual quantity of deliveries on time contracts.

The discrepancies above noted have been refer- 
red to often enough on the Board, and it is difficult 
to explain them satisfactorily.

land No. 2 in Liverpool. Parties who ought to 
know claim that owr No. 1 wheat is never seen in 
Great Britain unless it go there on special order, 
and is certainly never quoted, because not on the 
market. They say that our No. 2 is rated as No. 
1 in Liverpool, and the No. 2 of that market is our 
No. 8, which has, perhaps, been cleaned in pass- 
ing through Buffalo. This statement of the case 
goes a long way towards explaining the reason why 
people keep on shipping to Liverpool with the mar- 
ket so persistently against them that the operation 
would soon bankrupt a millionaire if things were 
as represented.

WEST SIDE PUMPING WORKS. 

The Committee of Experts appointed by the 
Mayor to test the engines of the West Side 
Pumping Works having finished their work yes- 
terday, reported to the Mayor. it was found 
that in the point of “duty” the engine did not 
come up to the standard fixed by the contract, 
but the Committee think that under more 
favorable circumstances the duty r might 
be performed. The contract specifies that for 
one year the works shall be operated by the 
manufacturers of the engines, and any time or 
times within that year the test can be made. 
So the test just completed does not, on ac- 
count of its partial failure, necessitate a rejec- 
tion of the éngines. Itis most probable that 
another test will be made, Before beginning 
the one just had, the Committee asked them- 
selves the following questions and then turned 
to the engines for answer: 

1. Can the engines pump each 15, 000, 000 gallons 
of water in twenty-four consecutive hours! 

Can engines elevate this quantity of water 
155 feet high? 

3. Canehe engines iy Ay quantity of water 
and — a duty of 90,000,000 pounds of water 
raised one foot „ with 100 pounds of Pennsylva- 
nia anthracite coal of ‘84 good quality as is ordins- 
rily procurable in the et? 

The following is an‘extract from the report: 

The result of the test shows that the engines 
when operating coupled pumped during the whole 
test at a rate somewhat in excess of 30,000,000 
gallons per twenty-four hours, which is equivalent 
to alittie more than 15,000,000 gallons to each 
re ae engine per oma A ng align therefore, the 
first question by our instructions is 
answered vely, and in the requirement of 
N the nes fulfill the contract. 

he results also show that the e es delivered 
the water under a head equlvalen“ elevating it 
somewhat in excess of feet above the surface 
of the water in the pump-well; therefore the sec- 
ond question propounded our instructions is 
answered affirmatively and in the elevation equiva- 
lent to which they arerequired to raise the water 
the engines fulfill the contract requirements. 

The results further showed that the engines did 
not develop a duty of 90,000,000 pounds of water 
raised one foot high for each 100 pounds of coal 
consumed; therefore the third question propound- 
ediby our instructions is answered in the negative, 
and in the requirements of duty the engines failed 
to fulfill the contract. 

The Commissioners are cf the opinion, however, 
that under more favorable circumstances of opera- 
tion and weather, and with more skillful firmg, the 
engines wonld have developed a much higher duty. 
The observations during the test were made suffi- 
ciently complete for a detailed and full report, 
which, if deemed necessary, can be made at a fu- 
ture time.
